ing a fair profit to both the 
flour 


manufacturer and the baker. 


The wheat puce was announced 


by President Wilson last night alter 
the committee, headed by Dr. Harry 
A. Gartield, complated its three days' 
deliberation. 


Representatives of the producers 


began by voting for $2.50 and labor 
representatives for $1.84. 
The $2 


price set by congress for the 1U18 
crop was taken into consideration by 
the committee in fixing a fair valu- 
ation for this year's harvest.

In addition, the housewives 
are going to give a record of their 
food needs for the subsequent week; 
another inventory will be made after 
the crops are all in, and these fig- 
ures will form the basis of subse- 
quent food regulation and distribu- 
tion. 
As soon as the returns from to- 


day's inventor} are complete they 
will be foiwaided to Washington for 
tabulation and the result will be an- 
nounced later.

PICK YOVK SEED CORN 


FROM "STALKS IN FIELD. 


Seed ears' for next year's crop if 


selected in the field from standing 
corn may be chosen more wisely, be 
stored more carfully and will then 
produce a larger yield in return than 
if picked irom the shock or crib. 


Corn yields have been increased 


3 1-4 bushels to'the acre at 
the 


Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Sta- 


tion by selecting seed in 
the 
fall 


from standing corn. The best ears 
grown under ^average conditions of 
stand and fertility can be picked out 
by such field selection. A good ear 
chosen at husking time or from the 
crib may owe its excellence to especi- 
ally fertile soil or to the fact that 
only one stalk grew m the hill. 


An ear equally good but grown on 


average soil and, with three stalks in 
a hill will likely yield more when 
planted the next year 
Such an ear 


may be marked m the field by a 
little paint or a string, and then 
separated from the others at husk- 
ing time. 
. Corn left in a crib over winter IS 
frequently Injured by weather condi- 
tions and germinates poorly the next 
spring.

Washington, worried by war and 


weather, pacifists and prohibitionists, 
contractors and.conscripts, slackers and 
^suffragists, 
aviators and 
alarmists, 


food and firearms, loans and liabilities, 
taxation and talk, the cabinet and con- 
gress, has not enjoyed a good laugh in 
a long time, or, rather, felt in the 
niood of indulging In one. Here and 
there, however, the development of -war 
preparations has brought to the surface 
incidents that show that American hu- 
mor is not to be suppressed, even by 
grim visaged war. 


There is, for instance, the case of

from his brow) "My health is fine. 
Honest, Mr. Tumulty, there ain't a 
thing the matter with me except I am 
afraid.

Ways of Making Apple 


Ketchup and Preserves 


Apple Ketchup.—Quarter, pare and 


core twelve sour apples, rut in a 
saucepan, cover with 'water and let 
simmer until soft Nearly all the wa- 
ter should be evaporated. Rub through 
a sie\e and add the following to each 
quart of pulp. One cupful of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of -cloves, one teaspoonful 
of mustard, two, teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon and one tablespoonful of salt, 
two cupfnls of vinegar and two grated 
onions. Bring the ketchup to a boil and 
let simmer gently Tor one hour. Bot- 
tle, cork and seal 


Apple Conserve—For each pound of 


quartered and paied apples allow one 
pound of_sugar and half a pint of wa- 
ter. Boil sugar and water, add apples 
and simmer until clear. Take up ap- 
ples, lay on plates and dry in the sun. 
Roll in sugar and pack in tin boxes 
lined with wax paper. 


Apple Chips.—Cut eight pounds of 


sweet apples into pieces. Don't pare; 
add four pounds of sugar and one- 
fourth of a pound of Canton ginger. 
Add sugar and ginger to the apples, 
let stand tn enty four hours, add four 
lemons, cut into small pieces, rejecting 
seeds 
Cook slowly three hours. Put 


into glasses or jars; cover with paraf- 
fin. 


Prp^erved Apples.—Quarter and core 


apples, fill an earthen crock tw o thirds 
full, cover and bake slowly for several 
hours 
Seal in air tight jars. When 


ready to use stand the Jar in a kettle 
of water and heat

AREWELLTREATED 


Have Comfortable Quarters 


Near Hot Springs, N. C, 


OBEY ALL THE GAMP RULES 


No Troubl* HM Occurred, and Non« I* 


Expected—Ar» W«M F«d at a Co»t of 
50 C«nti a Day Per Man to th« 
Government—Cooks From 
Interned 


Linen Prepare the Food. 


Prisoners from an enemy land may 


be ill treated in some countries, but 
not so In the United States. The Ger- 
mans Interned at Hot Springs, K. C., 
thirty-eight miles west of Asheville, in 
the heait of the Blue Ridge, live in 
comfort and cat their fill at a hotel 
which the United States has leased. 
The building is set in a hundred acres 
of shaded lawn. The alien guests are 
100 omcers and 500 members of the 
crews of German merchant ships held 
hi American ports when the European 
war began. 


Surrounding the property is a four 


foot wire fence, patrolled by khaki clad 
men armed with pistols and badged as 
"watchmen." 
Fence and guards are 


chiefly to keep out curious Americans, 
not to keep in the Germans. If any 
German-thinks of escaping, which prob- 
ably none of them does, the unwisdom 
of such a course is suggested by long, 
lean mountaineer- hunters, who pause* 
at the fence to stare with impassive 
faces at the foreigners. 


A month ago the Germans were tak- 


en to Hot Springs from Ellis island and 
other immigrant stations. 
They are 


officially designated as "detained immi- 
grants," aliens who had not chosen to 
take up residence in this country prior 
to hostilities with Germany1 and are not 
now eligible to do so. Six hundred 
more are going as soon as quarters 
now building are completed. 


No Trouble le Expected. 


"What will you do if they make 


trouble?" was asked of the director of 
internment, Alfred Hampton. 


''Why answer that until there is trou- 


ble?" he countered. 


There has been no trouble. The Ger- 


mans obey the few rules imposed on 
them. They answer roll call at 9 a. m. 
daily and take part in a fire drill. Then 
they are practically free, within the 
grounds, until taps sound at 11 p. m. 
They are practically on the honor sys- 
tem and are allowed to make rules 
for their own guidance through a num- 
ber of committees. 
They work when 


they work and play when they play, 
idling but little.' A massive, broad 
shouldered coal passer who was seen 
looking for a four leafed clover was 
as attentive to his task as if he were 
seeking a lost diamond. The chief offi- 
-cers have organized classes, and daily 
instruction is given to petty officers 
and common seamen in mathematics, 
navigation and languages. 


"In three years all these men will 


have the technical education necessary 
to command a ship," said Mr. Hamp- 
ton. 


Sqiiads run through military setting 


up exercises daily. Some of the men 
work for the government, including 
fifty ship carpenters being engaged in 
the construction of the new barracks, 
and others are employed as day labor- 
ers. The pay ranges from $20 to ?30 a 
month. A number of the men work in 
the seven acre tract, where a fine crop 
of vegetables is growing, and others 
find diversion in their own little gar- 
den r-lots. Agriculture appeals to most 
of the Interned men, but not many of 
them know all there is to know about 
plants. Most of them are from the 
seaboard and have-had little experience 
in the fields. One captain has a little 
plot, outlined with white stones, In 
which he is culthating beans and corn. 
A large and prosperous jimson weed 
which the poor man thinks Is some 
American vegetable sprang up from 
former planting. 
< 


"I did not notice that thing until it 


was half grown." explained an official, 
"and now I haven't the heart to tell 
the captain it is a rank weed." 


Build a Miniature Village. 


By the riverside the officers have 


built a village of miniature rustic 
houses, using tree limbs and roots, 
stones, odds and ends of material 
found on the hotel grounds. One house 
has panels of old matting. There are 
scats mud tables, but no steins. 


The prisoners are allowed to receive 


newspapers and oilier reading matter 
and, subject to the station censorship, 
to write and receive letters. About 
thirty members of German officers' 
families hare come to the village of 
Hot Springs, and these the officers are 
privileged to receive for an hour cadi 
Sunday. They can sec them as often 
as they wish, the families coming to 
the fence, but no conversation is allow- 
ed except during the Sunday hour. 
Few visitors «re allowed to inspect the 
station, and they are not {permitted to 
speak to Uie Germans except l»y way 
of salutation In passing. Tlic Germans 
do not salute tlic Americans in charge, 
aldiougb they generally speak in salu- 
tation. Tlic watchmen are not suppos- 
ed io talk wiKli JJicm,

Senator Harding of Ohio opened 


oday's debate with an argument for 
:aution against too drastic conscrip- 
ion of wealth. He urged that taxes 
>e levied which would not cripple 
jusiness, deplete reserve strength of 
'he naUon and its ability to carry 
urther loans. The war, he contended 
s not popular. 


"There are scores of contributing 


reasons," he said. 
"We are sin- 


cerely devoted to peace, the cam-
